February presentation 

Louis Sullivan’s Jewel Box Bank in New¬ 
ark, Ohio 

One hundred years ago a local banker and a 
world-renowned architect came together to build a 
striking new facil¬ 
ity for the Home 
Building Association 
Company in New¬ 
ark, Ohio. It was 
the sixth of eight 
small banks built by 
Chicago architect 
Louis Sullivan in the 
twilight of his career. 

Sullivan is consid¬ 
ered to be the father 
of the skyscraper and 
is particularly rec¬ 
ognized for his architectural philosophy of “form 
ever follows function.” Because of their design and 
distinctive ornamentation, his eight Midwestern 
banks are often referred to as jewel boxes. Joe’s il¬ 
lustrated talk will focus on the century-old collabo¬ 
ration between architect Louis Sullivan and bank 
president Emmet Baugher, their parallel lives and 
passions, and the remarkable legacy their partner¬ 
ship created in downtown Newark. 

Joseph R. Tebben is a retired professor of clas¬ 
sics and a long-time resident of Newark. He is 
the author o/The Old Home: Louis Sullivan’s 
Newark Bank which was published in April 2014.

January presentation 

Seated dollars come ugly and are difficult to value 
in high grades, CONA President Steve Petty said. In 
high grades, the 1840-1873 dollars tend to be sold by 
private treaty, making guide book values and auction 
records an inaccurate refiection of the market. 

Sometimes, he said, you 
have to wait years and 
years for the right coin to 
come along. One recent 
purchase, he said, eluded 
him for 20 years. 

“I am now the fifth per¬ 
son ever to have a com¬ 
plete set,” he said. The 
series, excluding the 1866 
no-motto pattern, has 44 coins. The average grade of 
Steve’s coin s in MS-62. 

The rarest coin in the set, the 1870-S, is a mysteri¬ 
ous piece. There is no official record of the coin’s 
minting. Only nine examples are believed to exist, 
making it rarer than the fabled 1804 dollar. 

All but two of the nine 1870-S dollars are impaired. 
Steve’s specimen grades very fine, but was tooled 
years ago to remove initials on the obverse. 

While the coin was struck over the course of 33 
years, few survived. For much of their life, they were 
worth more as silver than as coins and were heavily 
melted. Fewer than 40,000 are believed to exist in all 
grades, he said.
